The question 
what to do with the other thousand is not 
an easy oue to answer.

“ Whether we shall build a new hospital 
for the insane, at a cost of half a million 
or more dollars and an annual expendi­ 
ture on each of a hundred thousand dol­ 
lars, or whether the counties shall con­ 
struct shanties and let out the keep of 
the insane to mouey-making contractors, 
with a prospect of having them burned 
up when tho etui tractor beg ms to lose 
money, or whether we shall antagonize 
the superintendents—by separating the 
curable aud incurable lunatics and using 
two of the present three hospitals (in­ 
cluding that of Milwaukee county) for 
the care of the chronic insane.’

State board of control will say something 
iii their report which is forthcoming, aud 
may likely solve the difficulty. Insanity 
is increasing on all hands, and the treat 
men! of the patients is alike difficult and 
expensive.

N ew Y o r k , Jan. 13.—The cut at Spuy- 
teti Duyvil was last night the scene of 
one of the most terrible railroad accidents 
of recent occurrence, and again did offi­ 
cial negligence aud inadequate precau­ 
tion make a ghastly sacrifice of human 
life. 
The Chicago express which ran through 
from Albany with but few stoppages, 
I>earing tho city legislators to their homes 
anil carrying numbers of people pursu­ 
ing business and pleasure, was telescoped 
by the Tarrytown special. 
The two hindermost cars were smashed 
and set afire, and many of the occupants 
were either crushed to death at tinct* or, 
survived the shock only to perish in the 
tlames 
Although the passengers of the other 
ears escaped with little IkkIiI.v harm, anti 
the dwellers in tile mghborhood swarmed 
about, there was no appliance at hand 
which could be used to subdue the 
tlames, a id the unhappy occupants of the 
burning vehicles yielded up their lives 
almost in sight of scores of onlookers, 
anil with the waters of the Harlem river 
ut it a dozen yards away. 
The collision was due, iu part, to those 
mischances which occur on railroads, and 
which are conveniently set down as acci­ 
dents, but most of all tho carelessness of 
the officials whtise duty it was to flag on­ 
coming trains and display the danger sig­ 
nals.

F o r rheumatism : A large piece of 
flannel well sprinkled with saltpeter. 
F ob hocking cough, sore throat or 
mouth, take a te&spSoAful of salt in a 
half-cup of water, and gargle three times 
a day before each meal. 
In these days of neuralgia and sudden 
colds, says an exchange, it is sensible to 
have some means of relief close at hand. 
Make two or three little bags of cotton 
cloth and fill them with hops. 
Then 
when you need them heat just as hot as 
possible even to the extent of browning 
the cloth, and apply to the aching mem­ 
ber. 
People who cannot endure tho 
odor of the old-time remedy of hops ami 
vinegar do not object to the hops alone. 
The dry hop-bag is a great improvement 
upon wet cloths of any kind. 
Alcohol as Stimulant.—Dr. John 
Wilson, in his “ Health and Health ll »- 
sorts,” remarks of alcoholic drinks us 
stimulants: “ They are, as a rule, the 
most palatable; they im]Wirt gentle stim­ 
ulation, arouse the aesthetic nature as no 
other carbonaceous matter does. 
I con­ 
fess they are open to the objection of 
endangering the formation of habits < *f 
intemperance, but in advanced cases of 
phthisis I have rarely known this to In1 
the case, and I am convinced that I have 
•een at least many days added to the 
lives of such invalids by tile use of these* 
beverages without this evil consequence. 
By a wise law of nature, that which sub­ 
serves a needful purpose rarely demor­ 
alizes if indulged in under the stress of 
necessity, and in cases of rapid disinte­ 
gration it would seem that Hie toxic 
effect of the alcohol is more or leas last 
in the process of combustion, in which 
its carbonaceoiis principle plays so im- 
portant a part.” 
S ick H eadache.—This complaint is 
the result of eating too much ami exer­ 
cising bio little. 
Niue times in ten the 
cause is in the fact that the stomach was 
not able to digest the food last intro­ 
duced into it, either from having l»een 
unsuitable or excessive in quantity. 
A 
diet of bread and butter, with ri]H* fruit 
or berries, with moderate and continu­ 
ous exercise in the open air sufficient to 
keep up a gentle perspiration, would 
cure almost every case of sick headache 
in a short time. 
Two teas]toonfuls of 
p owdered charcoal in a half glass of w a­ 
ter, aud drank, often gives instant re­ 
lief. 
Sick headache with some person* 
comes on at regular intervals, and is the 
signal of distress which the stomach 
puts out to inform us that there is an 
over-alkaline condition of the fluids ; 
that it needs a natural acid to rest* »re 
the battery to its former normal work­ 
ing condition. When the first symptoms 
of headache appear take a tabie-spoonlut 
of lemon juice clear, fifteen minutes lie- 
fore each meal, and the same dose at 
bedtime. 
Follow* this up until all symp­ 
toms are passed, taking no other reme­ 
dies, and you soon will be able to go 
free from this unwelcome* nuisance. 
Many people will object to this beearn c 
the remedy is too simple, but many 
cures have been effected in this w ay. 
To Cube S neezing.—A corresjMindent 
of the British Me dical Journal says : 
“ During the recent rapid changes of tem­ 
perature, I caught a cold in m y head. 
accom pany by alm ost incessant sinvz- 
ing. 
My unfortunate nose gave me no 
rest. 
The slightest im pact of cold air, 
or passing from the outside air into a 
warm room, equally brought on a fit of 
sneezing. 
In vain I snuffed cam phor 
and pulsatilla; the light catarrh still tri- 
umphed over me. 
At length I resolved 
to see what the maintenance of a uni­ 
form temperature would do tow ard di­ 
minishing Hie irritability of my Schnei­ 
derian membrane, and accordingly I 
plugged my nose with cotton wool. The 
effect was instantaneous ; I sneezed no 
more. 
Again and again I tested the ef­ 
ficacy of this simple remedy, always 
with the same result. 
However near I 
was to a sneeze, the introduction of the 
pledgets stopped it at once. 
Nor was 
there any inconvenience from their pres­ 
ence, making them sufficiently firm not 
to tickle, and yet leaving them suffi­ 
ciently loose to easily breathe through.” 
This is really worth knowing, for inces­ 
sant sneezing is among the greatest of 
smaller ills, and it seems only a rational 
conclusion to hope that this simple plan 
may furnish the m ost efficient remedy 
against one of the most distressing sym p­ 
toms of hay lever. 


S eep in g to the R ight, 
> 
v 
Persons going about in public places 
should 
rem em ber to 
“ keep to 
the 
righ t.” 
This is alm ost everyw hcie the 
rule, especially for persocs riding or 
driving. 
In fibghuid, it is said, drivers 
pass each other on the left. 
They pre­ 
fer this, because it enables each one to 
see how near his w heels arc going to 
the other carriage. 
But throughout this 
country the custom and law for vehicles 
are to drive on the right side. 
W hen 
one is driving along a country road, 
with no carriage approaching in front, 
he can choose the !>est part of tile road ; 
but, as soon as another com es to m eet 
him , he ought to drive well over on the 
right-hand side. 
If the otln r vehicle 
does the same the tw o will pass in 
safety. Yet one cannot always trust that 
the other will do this. 
Suppose it is a 
flock of slit 'Op or a drove of cows which 
one m eets, or a holist1 w hich jioople are 
hauling along the road by m eans of 
oxen, as is som etim es done in tins coun­ 
try. 
Such things cannot lx? expect*^ 
to keep to the right. 
W hoever m it ts 
them m ust do the licht lit* eau to avoid 
accident. 
H e m ust not drive to tin* 
right obstinately, but m ust use common 
sense. 
For a drove of anim als a good 
way is to stop one s wagon entirely and 
let them go past in their own way. 
Som etim es one un*ets an ignorant or 
rude person who will not turn out to his 
right. 
It is not the law that one may 
drive into his carriage and break it, and 
say, “ I drove to the right and he ought 
to have done so.” 
O ne must drive as 
wisely as he can to avoid doing m ischief. 
But if a person, driving carefully, runs 
into another, who dill not keep to the 
right, all tie* blam e will be on the other 
driver, and he will have hi pay dam ages. 
Therefore, it is particularly important to 
keep well to the right w hen turning 
sharp corners. 
For foot passengers on sidewalks the 
ruh* is not so incitive. 
In m any coun­ 
try places the sidewalks ate not very dis­ 
tinct, or it is considered good manners to 
allow a hnly or old |arson to walk by 
the wall. 
In all large towns, where 
there aire established sidewalks, th eliest 
rule is to walk on the light band ride. 
A boy who crowds along on the l**ft- 
hand side ut the walk shows that he does 
iu*t understand the custom , and seldom 
gets along as last. 
Iii cities foot passengers should keep 
oil the sidewalk except when they cross 
the street ut a crossing; they have no 
business to Ik* oil the street In*tween 
crossings, and if they go there it is at 
their own risk. 
H orses ami carriages 
have 
no 
right 
to 
intrude 
oil 
the 
sidewalk. 
A l»oy iii Troy was walking 
along the sidewalk near a livery stable 
when a horse caille walking out of the 
stable with no one to lead him. 
H is 
owner, in-ide, had allowed him to conic 
out alone, believing lie would go straight 
to the drinking trough. 
Instead, lie 
strayed along tin* sidewalk, 
lit* was a 
horse which ha I a bad habit ot kicking, 
and, com ing m ar where the boy was, 
he kicked 
him, though the 
boy did 
nothing to provoke it. 
The Ik»v wats so 
badly hurt that a lawsuit was brought, 
and the court said that the owner of the 
horse m ust pay dam ages ; his horse had 
no business to In? ii]Min the sidewalk. 
Ady one who lets an ugly horse go loose 
ii jMin the sidewalk m ust pay tor the m is­ 
chief it does to ]K*r£ons who do not m o­ 
lest it. 
11 is no answer to say that the 
owner sn]*] nisi a1 the horse wits trained 
not to go upou the walk.—A Lawyerf 
in the Christian Union. 


Ancient Anatom}. 
The ancient anatomist must have had 
% zeal for the science w hich m akes the 
imagination shudder. 
It 
reached to 
nothing less than dissecting men alive ; 
for this purpose the bodies of crim inals 
were devoted. 
Herophilus, a dreck 
physician of Chalcedon, who flourished 
670 years before tho Christian era, is 
said to have been one of the first who 
dissected human bodies. 
Tertullim 
says he dissected them alive ; but C*h*- 
chi, who published a dissertation in 
1736, denies that he was guilty of this 
barbarity. 
Herophilus, by an unprece­ 
dented spirit of investigation, disc oa red, 
as some rejxirt, the lacteal*, the nerves, 
with their various uses, the pulse, etc., 
and gave to the different parts of the 
human frame the names which they still 
bear. 
Th# dissection of dead Inches wiis, at 
no very lab* period, looked iijmui as 
sacrilege; and the Emperor Charles V. 
ordered a consultation of the theologians 
of Salamanca to determine whether, in 
point of conscience, a I m aly might be dis­ 
sected in order to obtain a knowledge of 
its structure. 
In the month Cif Januaf^, 1474, the 
physicians and surgeons of Baris repre­ 
sented to Louis XI. that several persons 
of condition were afflicted with the 
stone, colic, pains and stitches in tho 
side; that it would be projier to inspect 
the parts where these disorders were en­ 
gendered; that the greatest light they 
could receive would be from performing 
an operation on a living man, and there­ 
fore they begged that a francarcher, con­ 
demned to be hanged for a robbery, who 
was afflicted with these complaints, 
should be delivered up to them. 
Their 
petition was granted, and tho operation, 
the first in lithotomy ever made, wa* 
publicly performed * in b t be verm’s 
churchyard. 
After the operators had 
examined and made their exjienin' ut, 
the bowels were rep I an a1 in the body, 
which was sewed up, and so wa ll dressed 
that in a fortnight’s time the luau was 
cured and pardoned of his crimes.

The discussion in the common <N>uncil 
iii regard to tile proposition to establish 
oil lamp po°ts in certain parts of the city, 
has raised tile question as to the relative 
cost of a kerosene street lamp and a gas 
lamp. 
For the purpose of giving the in- 
formatian desired on Hie part of some of 
our citizens, the Gazette will submit a 
few facts which will lie^of some impor­ 
tance to everybody who takes an interest 
in all questions in 
which the city is 
concerned. In the first place the amount 
of gas consumed by tile city in the street 
lamps last year, was 
$1,571.18. The 
lighting and extinguishing cost $fil 1.00, 
cleaning the lamps, $18.00. The last two 
items were paid out by the gas company, 
and therefore cannot be regarded as 
any part of tile income of the company. 
The gas for city offices cost $141.58. 
Now as to the cost of the gas lamp 
posts. There are 120 street gas lamps in 
the 
city. On 
an 
average 
during 
tile year there were 123 lighted, and they 
were used 210 nights, and the average 
cost per iH>st including gas, lighting, ex­ 
tinguishing, and cleaning,w as only $17.01. 
Considering the amount of light given by 
the gas lamps, with no trouble whatever 
to the citizens in lighting and extinguish­ 
ing them, or keeping them in repair, the 
cost is certainly very reasonable, lower 
probably than in any otaer city in Wis­ 
consin. The Gazette submits these facts 
for the information of those who have 
been discussing the question w bother the 
oil or the gas lamp posts are best for cor.
